The Arguments for a Treaty have beer 
too ftrong, for all the Sons of Clamour to 
Anfwers the very Emperor himfelf, as Fo- 
reign Advicestell us, and all the Princes 
who feem’d to ftand out from it, when they 
come to nearer Views of Things, hegin to 
Ragger in their Unalterables, and im rbeir 
Refolutions not to Treat 3 avd the general 
Error, that the 7 Propofals were the Foot of 
she Tréaty, which had poffefi’d the Heads 
of almoft all che Confederates, being de- 
te&ted, they write from Abroad, that it is 
not doubted butthe Treaty will be Wniver- 
fal; and indeed, the fame Excufe, that the 
Emperor did not refule abfolytely toTreat, 
but to Treat on the Foot of the Prelimina. 
ries, dies fa this, aad he cennot refule to 
Treat now, without meer Obftinacy, with- 
out Reafon. 

I muft confefs, to me it feems Ridiculous, 
to think, and I have often wonder’d, to 
fee a Miftake of fucha kind fhould {pread 
fo fat,-vics ThattheTreaty was to be begun 
upon the Fost of thefe Propofa)s, as Preli- 
minaries; the Cafe feems now quite alter’d, 
and her Mafefty having declar’d, That the 


jhas no other Defi nby a Treaty, Sut to fee 
France will comply with Reafon, and 80 pr o- 
cure a full Sasisfa@ion to all ber Allies, and 


tht, 1F NOT, the War may be carried ow 


with Vigour—— The Cafe is quite alter’, 
aad we have Reafon to hope, that the Sin- 


- Cerity of France fhall be fully try’d by chis 


Treaty ; That fair, resfonable Conditions 
thall be offer’d him, with which, ifhe wit 


‘not comply, he muft try it out. 


What Ground there has been from all 
this to believe, that we refolve to give Sptin 
and the Jndfes entirely, to the French, or to’ 
the Houle of Bourbenne, I proteft I cannot 
fee, nor can J believe, that it is in the 
Thoughts of our Government to do fo-— 
Acd ifever that fhall be cffer’d by our Ple- 
nipotentiaries, 1 am fure I fhull be the ficft 
to complain. 

But who are there among us, wh», if we 
€a1 obtain bya Treaty, all that may be had 
byFighting, would not much rather it were 
fo done? And feeing a Partition of the 
Spanife Monarchy has been the S#snce'of 
every Treaty paft, and muff be the End of 
this, why, if ic can be done to a general 
Satisfa@ion, fhould we not be willing co 
have it done without Blood ? } 

I fee none but a Sett of Furi:s among us,
